Lord Maru ‘opened 
the discussion in a letter tothe Standard 
in which he deplored the decadence of 
ideals and quoted the “despairing. ‘cry 
ofthe old Hebrew seer, * Where there 
ig ‘no vision the’ people perish.” And 
thea his Lordship continues ae

ideas, and bavo permitted themselves to 


| sink into a selfish mnterialiem, however 


cial life is revealed in some sensational 

all these seem to me sadden- 
ing signs of the degeneration of our 
national fibre. 

I do not, however, despair of the 
British people. ‘They are, 1 feel con- 
yinced, at the beginning of a decline, 
but the decline ‘can still be arrested if 
new and powerful influences ure brought 
to bear. Largely it is a matter of 
Jeadership, England is governed at 
the morsent by little men... In politics, 
in religion, in literature, in art, there 
is very little evidence of commanding 
genius. , The merely clever mon seem 
to be in. the forefront averywhere.- I 
decline to believe that greatness is an 
extinct quality, but with all our advance 
in education, with all our progress in 
democratic ideas, we appear to be losing 
tho knack of enlisting men. of supreme 
qualities inthe national service... Here, 
asin-France, we have the reign of the 

erage man. Germany, alone among 
Keropean nations, has a ruler at all 
resembling tho old bercic-:nodel. 

Lf_xou will allow me Iwould like to 
pomt out what | consider a striking 
parallel hetween the present age and 
tho middie of the eighteenth “century. 
Then, as now, England was ruled, in 
the- Church as woll as in.the State, by 
men of x -gommon sense, good 
average capacity, considerable shrewd- 
ness; and extreinely feeble moral scusc. 
There was no “ vision.’ The dreamer 
of dreams, the ninn willing to sacrifice 
all to an idea, was never rogarded with 
more complete contempt. ‘fo use «a 
Carlylam metaphor, Government had 
ceased ‘to be a question of who should 
wield the scoptre of power, and. had 
becomo « question of whoshould handle 
the ‘spigot of taxation.” Under the 
Walpoles and Pethamy in the State, and 
their counterparts in the Church, the 
spirit and vigour of the English people 
declined to an astonishing degree. A 
coarse materialism dominated all classes. 
Religion. was to a large axtent unbelief 
decently veiled by hypocrisy; patriotism 
was a mere masquerade for the most 
sordid personal selfishness. “ Patriot,” 
indeed, was almost. a \ synonym: for 

and the — cynically . candid 
repudiation of hambug,” by Walpole, 
was almost respectable by ibe side of 
the pretended virtue of some of his 
opponents. Every sign of decadence 
was to be noted; even in physical 
cournge Englishmen’ were ‘suspect. 
“We are vo longer a nation,” was the 
judgment of so ecol-headed an observer 
us Lord Chesterfield. “A . handful 
of. Scotch Highlanders, under. Prince 
Charles Edward, was actually’ able 
te advance as far a5 Derby without 
a check,. and London wae in. a" 
perfect ‘etate of panic at the 
prospect of .a Stuart restoration, It 
was panic, pure and simple. for nobody 
seemed to want to fight, and it was the 
opinion of many competent authorities 
that with a rather more stable and 
powerful following a restoration would 
have been effected.

how. much he made the nation spend. 
The latter. point the taxpayers. donot 


ing in the range of national ideale at 
the present’ dey. Individualism and 
the achievement .of petacnal comfort 
regardless of the feelings of one's neigh. 
hour have been pursued to the most un. 
healthy Jengths and tho moral fibre of 
thenation Lis anflering accordingly, The 
pity is that the man.or woman who.is- 
to lift us from the slough of self-satisfied 
material content is at present not dis- 
cernible.

BARGAINS IN STEAMSHIPS. 


Effects of the Shipping Trade 
Depression. = 


‘The depression at presont existing in the 
shipping and shipbuilding industry is the 
worst experienced in fifty years, according 
to Messrs H. FE. Moss and Co., of Liver- 
pool, London, and Neweastle. In their 
half-yearly civeular they stute :-— 

“In former years these cycles of depres- 
sien in shipping were not so universally 
felt, for in some parts of the world payable 
employment was ebtainable. The present 
crisis has been so seute we should think tho 
reaction will be all the sooner. ’ If trade is 
pad in the Cnited States it reflects on the 
country in particular, and vice versa: 
It is said there are already indications of 
improvoment: in America, but this will have 
to oxtend to Gerniitn-and other Continental 
centres before the lessened output of new 
tornage will agnin cqualise the everlasting 
problem of supply and demand. Tlie re- 
ports’of the coming harvests in the United 
States, in Canada, and in Tudia are most 
oncouraging, and we should think will help 
to relicve the market in the autunn, and 
by next'year we should expect to tee the 
beginning of somo improvement in ship- 
ping. 

oThe amonut of, mercantile tonnage 
under, construction ‘on dune 30 last was 
about 800,000 tons, “being fully 450,000 
tens less ‘than a year ago, and is the 
lowest total recorded since 1896" We 
should catimate the total amount of now 
tonnage to be turned out in tho United 
Kingdom this year at-about 1,200,000 tons, 
which, compared. with about 2,000,000 
tons in 1907, and about 1,600,000 tons in 
1906, . shoul ameliorate the situation.
